Our room is well heated by a furnace 
and is as comfortable in every way as oould be desired. last 
night we all gathered in the parlor and had some muaio and singing 
and a general good time. I oould'nt want a better to plaoe to 
stay while I am away from home. Financially I am fixed all 
y right, aB I am getting all the work to do that I want. I am 
coming through a flying, and the only thing that worries me at 
all if that I han not have you here with me to enjoy all the 
good things that I have. Sever you mind though, if we don't 
get to it before, we will make it next fall, and Here is hoping 
that it won't be that long*

here with me. I am praying for you and Ferry.

Dear Friends* 


Since my friend, Mr Fred Brasted of Oklaho¬ 
ma City, wrote you on the 4th inst. regarding my father’s 
operation and the serious outcome I have wanted to write 
you myself and this seems to he the first opportunity.
